Efforts made in dor large cities to round up 
the criminal element, especially in Chicago, where 
recently in a very short time, about a thousand 
undesirables were put under arrest, have thrown 
the lime light upon the whole question of crime 
in America. 
Comparative figures between this 
country and England leave much to be desired 
from an American standpoint. 
Reliable statis­ 
tics show that while New York City has over a 
million less inhabitants, than the city of London, 
her manslaughter record is six times as great as 
that of London. In 1818, New York city alone had 
sixty seven more homicides than did the whole 
of England and Wales. Four years ago, the city 
of Chicago had nearly twelve times the number 
of murders as did London, whose population is 
fully three times greater than that of the Windy 
City, 
In roqnd numbers Chicago had two and 
one half million inhabitants four vears ago, to 
England and Wales 38,000,000, but ‘that city had 
twenty more murders in one year thait did Eng­ 
land and Wales. 
In the three years of 1916, 17 
and 18, Philadelphia, the city of brotherly love, 
with about the same population as Glasgow, Scot­ 
land had 281 homicides, to the latter city’s only 
238. In 1915, St. Louis, Mo., a city about the same 
size as Liverpool had eleven times as many mur­ 
ders as the English city. 
London, although twenty times as large as 
the city of Los Angeles lacked two of having as 
many homicides in 1916 as did the California city.
